In the interests of expediting the prosecution of the instant application, and 
without admission that any amendment is necessary, the Applicants have amended the 
specification to correct several typographical errors and the drawings to more clearly 
depict the invention as fully and completely described in the specification. More 
specifically, the fluid supply passage, fluid control passage and the passageway are 
clearly shown in Fig. 1 and their respective functions are fully and completely described 
in the specification. Accordingly, the subject matter recited in remaining pending claims 
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1-13. 15-24 and 26-33 is fully supported by the specification and drawings of the instant 
application. The Applicants aver that no new matter has been introduced. 

Accordingly, the' 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph rejection of claims 1-13, 15-25 
and 26-33 has been overcome or rendered moot. 

35 use S112 REJECTION. SECOND PARAGRAPH 

Claims 1-34 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. 

The Applicants respectfully traverse the 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 
rejection of claims 1-34. Claims 14, 25 and 34 have been canceled, without prejudice. 

In the interests of expediting the prosecution of the instant application, and 
without admission that any amendment is necessary, the Applicants have amended the 
specification to correct several typographical errors and the drawings to more clearly 
depict the invention as fully and completely described in the specification. Accordingly, 
remaining pending claims 1-13, 15-24 and 26-33 are definite and particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which the Applicants regard as the invention. 
The Applicants aver that no new matter has been introduced. 

Accordingly, the 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph rejection of claims 1-13, 15- 
26 and 26-33 has been overcome or rendered moot. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, the Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and 
reexamination of the Application. The Applicant respectfully submits that each item 
raised by the Examiner in the Office Action of June 29, 2005 has been successfully
